THE LATHRAP LECTURE. 


Michigan's Prohibition Orator at 


the Grand Last Night, 


It was conndently expected that Mrs. 


Mary T. Lathiap, the noted prohibition 
lecturer, wonld fill the Grand opera house 
last night on the occasion of her visit, 
but to the evident disappointment of the 
lady and those who had arranged for the 
appearance of the visitor, the audience 
was surprisingly small, lees than 300 
people being present. It was 8:30 before 
the exercises began. The lecturer was 
escorted to the platform by the president 
of the Deoatur Union, Mrs. Moses Staf- 
ford, Rev. George £. Sorimger, the qnar. 
tette, D. L. Bonn, S. B. Gher, Bert John- 
son and Bert Gher, and the organist, 
Miss Minnie Stickle. "Onward, Christian 
Soldiers," and other appropriate selec- 
tions were given by the quartette, Rev. 
Sorimger reading the 46th Psalm and 
offering prayer. 


Mrs. Lathrap, who is a lady above the 


medium height and has a voice slightly 
sharp bat not unpleasant, was intro- 
duced by President Stafford as "the 
Daniel Webster of the W. C. T. U," and 
she was received with applause. Mrs. 
iiathrap, who had spoken to an audience 
of 6,000 people in Chicago last week, evi- 
dently felt that the interest in the cause 
in Decatnr had dwindled somewhat. She 
said it was not often that she had ap- 
peared before an audience of such small 
size. There was no inspiration to a 
speaker in small numbers; but she would 
have to lean upon the quality of her 
audience. She began with general re- 
marks on the proposition that women 
were able to master arithmetic and to 
pursue avocations in the world heretofore 
not recognized as suitable for them. 
There are now numerous colleges for 
women, and no less than 300 different 
avocations in the world in which women 
were engaged. Referring to the timeof the 
civil war, it was stated that that trying 
period brought about a new era of woman- 
hood; it taught the women many things; 
it taught them to consider the value of 
a better civilization; never again will the 
women of this country stand idly by and 
see a new danger threaten their homes 
and their country. In the temperance 
work-the W. 0. T. U. stands to-day where 
it did in the great awakening—total 
abstinence for the individual, and prohi- 
bition as the righteous and lawful remedy 
tor the evil of the liquor traffic. There 
tias been no change in the position. The 
Union is evangelical in its work; it bat- 
tles for morality, in private life, in public 
and national affairs; it is intellectual. 
It touches all of these principles, and it 
touches political parties until 


They wriggle In and wriggle out

The women nave two rights—one to be 
taxed and the other to be hanged. In 
the fight against liquor the women have 
taken issue with the government in giv- 
ing man the right to sell liquor, and we 
have now taken issue with the man who 
votes to give his fellow man the right to 
open the saloon, debauch the people and 
produce homes of misery and want 
among the people. * * * We stand 
to-day where we have always stood, and 
and we've come to stay till Prohibition or 
eternity. A story by Gail Hamilton re- 
ferring to the woman who had under- 
taken to build a barn, was related. The 
woman had a procrastinating brother 
who had said he would do the work. 
The sister got tired waiting, and so or- 
dered the lumber brought to the site, 
got her tools and went to work. A 
neighbor looked over the fence, and told 
her she was incapable of doing the work. 
"Well," she replied; "I'm going to keep 
up a terrible racket, anyhow, until my 
brother will be glad to do it." That's 
what we women intend to do with this 
question; we are going to keep up the 
racket until our brothers come to our 
aid—and you can't laugh us down, nor 
sneer us down. At this point Mrs. La- 
thrap took occasion to refer to the row in 
the National convention at Chicago, and 
said that she had eeen with hef own eyes 
a certified copy of the Sborebnm bar 
room saloon license. The Onion hud 
been criticised severely for its resolution 
in reference to the matter. She thought 
the people ought to quarrel with the fact, 
and not the action taken. In alluding to 
the history of the license systam in this 
country, she said the license law had 
been traced as far back as 200 years. We 
have had 
at least 
an experience of 


100 years With licensed saloons. If there 
is anything in the principle of license, 
ought it not to have been discovered 
long ago? Is it setvled? 
No. The 


child is born that will settle the question. 
The Bttloon is the evolution of a century 
of license. It is no longer a public place 
as it was years ago when everybody 
drank, when liquor was on the table m 
the home as well as in the public bouses. 
The saloon is no longer a public place for 
women or children. It is now a place of 
crime and debauchery, a place where no 
man can spend an hour and come out the 
sameman he was when he went in. It is 
the lodge of assassins, of crime, anarchists 
and thieves. If we cau'l throttle it, we 
are slaves; if wq can t'irottle it, and do 
not, we are cowards. If you men dare 
Lot, then turn us women on it, and we'll 
wipe it out. Perhaps there Hre some who 
do not believe in a personal devil; n«l>t 
him a little while, and you will thick 
differently. The speaker hud gone out 
of the business of abusing the paloon 
keeper. She is now looking for the hi^h 
license man, the lukewarm mimsteis, and 
those members of official boards of the 
church who scheme to get nd of prohi- 
bition ministers. If it wasn't for the 
women, who constitute the larger port of 
the church membership, there wouldn't 
be church enough left in which to get 
married or hold a funeral. Sometimes 
we can't even get a Union notice read 
from the pulpit. 
What will you do

church; you 


can't meet him socially. Ycu never meet 
him in assemblages of culture, intelli- 
gence and refinement. He is not only 
ostracized in society, but in the lodge?.

In 
Minnesota in 1886 there were 1,243 (sa- 
loons under low license.

took effect, and in 1877 tbe saloons wi 
reduced to 828. By Jnly 1, 1898. the 
figures showed that the saloons bed in- 
creased under high license to 1,170. 
High license creates a monopoly, and it 
sells public conscience on which rests 
the foundation of all good government.

Gvien Away with Every Purchase of One Dollar or More, 


WASHINGTON'S MARBLE SHAFT. 


Precautions Taken to Complete the BwnritJF 


of the Monument. 


At the time the government decided 


to take hold and complete the Washing- 
ton monument which had stood for years 
in an unfinished state, and when in the 
centennial year congress maeie an ap- 
propriation for the work, the question 
suggested to the minds of engineers and 
others was whether or not the founda- 
tion was secure and safe for the super- 
structure. The many years that had> 
elai.-sed'since the commencement of the 
work, and those that had passed during 
which it had been left unprotected to 
face the storms, winds and changes of 
temperature, caused the opinion to exist 
that the base of the shaft did not have 
as btrong and durable a resting place as it 
required. 


In the outset, and upon the resumption 


of the work, it was decided not to carry 
the monument to the height first con- 
templated in the plans and it was re- 
duced a number of feet. This change 
was made in order that the weight the 
foundation had been laid to carry would 
be reduced in proportion according to 
the feet taken off and make it that much 
more secure to support the remainder. 


Competent and experienced engineers 


made a thorough examination and several 
U-.H of the ground walls, extensive exca- 
vations were opened up to permit the clos- 
est possible inspection, and a report was 
submitted to the effect that the founda- 
tion was in prime condition, strong and 
durable. But to make it doubly sure the 
earth was removed from about the lower 
walls for some distance, and every crack 
in the foundation plugged and walls 
braced by another wall composed of brok- 
en stone and cement. 


The monument was carried to oc*nple- 


tion despite the fears and predictions of 
the timid and weak hearted, who were 
on the watch to see it tumble. It is not 
known whether they are now on the look- 


out, 
hut the shaft still stands and is likely 


to for ages. The engineer in charge, the 
custodian, and the subordinates employed 
about it are all cognizant of the state- 
ments made regarding its likelihood to 
get out of plumb. 
They style them the 


dreams of old women, and scout the idea 
of anything of that kind occurring. 


Constant vigilance has been and is 


still observed to note the slightest de- 
pression or sinking of any kind, and only 
this week Capt. Mount informed a Post 
reporter that lie had been unable to dis- 
cover at any point any indication that 
would lead to the belief that the shaft 
had sunk the smallest fraction since the 
w ork done about the foundation. If such 
u thing had taken place it would be easy 
to detect, and manifest itself immedi- 
ately in the working of the machinery, 
especially in the movements of the ele- 
\ ator car. It would show as well in the 
walls at the apex, and fissures would be- 
come visible. None of these evidences 
ha\e appeared, and the employes are 
very confident that they will not. 


The safety of everything about the 


monument is guaranteed- with confi- 
dence, as the custodian keeps in opera- 
tion a thorough system of inspection, 
permitting no part of it to be neglected. 
Of course the elevator and stairway are 
the principal points to be looked after, 
anil when it is known that over 50,000 
persons have traveled to the top of the 
monument since the 1st of last Septem- 
ber by the car and stairs, the importance 
of paying this attention to insure the 
safety of the people will be understood 
and appreciated. 


The work of the vandals has been al- 


most entirely discontinued. Beyond the 
ambition of some people to have their 
names appear in high places and pencil- 


ing, the defacement of the monument by 
\andala has been suppressed, and the 
only disfigurements lately have been 
made by tlie penciling of their names by 
visitor-,. As soap anil water readily re- 
move the wilting, this i.s not considered 
berums enough an offense to warrant the 
prosecution of the offenders.— 'Washing- 
ton Ho-t.
